And let it ſeem no Riddle to you ,that I write ſo aſ- 
ſured of Truth on our fide, There is no ObjecF10n our 
Adverſary has made to the contrary,we ſhall not eaſj- 
ly remove. Our Meancls in (Quality, Breading, 
Literature and Fortunes in the World (bazzes of 
Reprgach with him) will r-cerve an ample Parallel 
from the beſt Perſons and Times, ana 15 ſo far from 
waking to our Overthrow, that if the Scripture and 
other Story be to be creavted , they tell ws, that 
not many Wiſe, Learned or Noble; Not that 
they are excinded, but as Perſons ſtamb'ed at the 
Crols of Ciriſt, and the Simplicity ot: the 
Goſvel, through the Power that Greatneſs and Plea- 
fare have with them, they exclude themſelves, 

But ſince Great and Rich Men have Souls tobe 
ſaved as well as Poor, it &s equally their Concern to 
inform them(clves of that Way which moſt aſſuredly 
leads to rh: Reſt that is Eternal, 1 confeſs the V arie- 
ty of Sets iy the World to be agreat Diſcouravement, 
eſpecially when we conſider with what Confidence 
each Party pl-aas the Truth aud Divine Original of 
tis own Perſwaſion ; But Men are not to be ſatisfied 
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with Pretence but Evidence: Education 7s too 
ſhort, 707 will Traditioa reach far enough to aſcer- 
14:n ary Man of the Verity of his Perſwaſion. 
Could the two firſt have done, there had been 
zo need of Relinquiſhing the Roman Church, who 
was neither waxting in Pretences, nor an E.ducati- 
on prejudic'd enough againſt all Reformation ; And 
if Tradition had been all-ſufficient, the DireFion . 
of God's Unerring Grace, and the neceſſary Convi- 
Fionof Mens Reaſons, might have been ſpared. 

For if Men are to believe what is recommended 
for true, becauſe Recommended, and not becauſe 
True, we are to believe we know not what, and ſhall 
be to ſeek ſo far for a Reaſon for the Hope that is in us, 
that in Reality we can have no other Anſwer to give, 
then that ſuch or ſuch told us ſo, and therefore 
we believe it: But if the Ground of our Faith 
ought to be more ſure and better founded, it will fand 
2s greatly upon to examine,Wht t the Reaſon we haves 
to render for our Faith & Hope in God,ana that Belief 
we have of Holy Scripture © If we erre here,our Build- 
ing is inſecure; ard the Danger t, that we ſhall not 
only one day looſe orr Fauth, but, which is worſe, our

ward Search and Teſtimony, ſome Divine Princi- 
ple in Mas, planted by God himſelf, which gives

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This the beſt Heathens, well as Jews & Chri- 
Nians, have highly venerated, and many are the 
Teſtimonies they have left upon Record, to the Di- 
vine Original, and excellent Uſe of it, both to know 
God, and our ſelves; And truly it was this Holy 
Principle 7» all Azes that hath attended Mankind 
with thoſe Checks, Reproots aud Direfions, by 
which he hath had any Difcerning of what ſhould, from 
\ what ſhould not be done. This u that which has gi. 
wen him the certain Sound and true Reliſh of what 
God has ever required at his hand, as ſaid theProphet 
Micah, God hath ſhewed thee, O Man, what 
is Good, and what he requires from thee , to do 
Juſtice, love Mercy, and walk humbly with 
thy God, Mic. 6, 8. In the Pſalms thus, Thou

Heavenly Gitt in themſelves, it would reclaim 
and leaven the Mind, chain the Aﬀettions, 
and bring Religion into Holy and Seli-denying 
Living, and ere an Holy Regimeur z# the 
Heart ard Soul, by which the Heavenly mage would 
be renewed, and Man become as one born again, with- 
out which Tranſlation, there can be no entring into 
God's Heavenly Kinzdom. 

This the firſt Proteſtants mude to be their Rea- 
fon of their Revolt from Rome: For though 'tis 
irue, that they charged the Papiſts with making God's

Thas were we  Jews-like 
Children of Cod whilſt we crucifyed the Son 
of God ; and of the Seed of Abraham, whilſt the 
Serpents Seed reign'd; Heirs of the Kingdom, 
yet not born again Free, yet the Bond(lavesof 
Vanity. 04 ! at t this timeof day it was thatGod ound

The Author of the Account of Familiſm, for 
want of ore Skill, and Serioaſweſs, calls it the 
Hypochondria,as if it ely had been a Flux of Me- 
Jancholy overpowring the Strength of Reaſon, and 
Carrying the Underſtanding captive at the Impetuo- 
ſity of its Fancies, But having beey thus made 
ſenſible of the Terrors of the Lord for Sin, and be- 
ing broz7ht intoa True Underſtanding of that Reli- 
g10n and Worſhip which moſt pieaſe God, ſome of us 
were conſtrained, and in Conſcience bound, to g0 
forth into the World, and publiſh theſe T idings of 
Judgment for Sin, and Converſion through 
Righteouſneſs wroughr by the mighty Pow- 
er of God in the Conſcience, that all mizht be

often as they did doit, they were exhorted 
ro do it diſcerningly: As often as you do it ; 
and Do zt ofiez, are differing Sayings. 

And that Zyte's Words do not perpetuate it, 
eſpecially as now uſed, 1 ſhall prove. Firſt, 
If it be but a Sacram?nt or Sig, as ſaith our Ad- 
verſary, then can it not of right continue lon - 
ger thea till the Thing ſignifies ſhall come. Do 
the till, that is, when that is come, till the 
coming of which, the Sign was to be uſed, 
thereremains no longer any Inſtitution, 

Now between all Types and Artitypes, Shadows 
and Subſtances, Parables and Morals, there muſt 
needs be ſome Reſemblance, or elſe the End 
of their being uſed will be loſt rothem,for whoſe 
ſakes they were appointed: For inſtance, 
Chriſt is called a Door, becauſe no Man comes 
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_ tothe Father, but through him , A Lyon, from his 
Strength 8 Dominion, A Lamb, becauſe ot his 1n- 
mocency ;, A Vine becauſe of that excellent Fruit 11C 
brings torth; and laſtly, he calls himfelt by the 
Name of zread, becauſe of that inward Sireneth 
& Nowriſhment ſuch reccive that feed Spiritually 
upon him: wherefore the Subſtance ſhadowed 
out,by this outward Bread & Wine, is no other 
then Chriſt, as theBread that came down [rom above, 
and that Fleſh and Bluod which all were to cat and 
arink of that would have Eternal Liie; men- 
tioned at large Foh. 6. So that admitting of a 
Command, it muſt be thus read, Do thr ill 7 
come,who am the Heavenly Bread,F Fleſhand Blcod, 
that give Eternal Life to them that feed thereom 
which Bread the Apoſtle very well underſtood, 
when in the farcgoing Chapter to the Corinthi- 
ans he thus delivered himſelf, 7 ſpeak as to wiſe 
Men, Fnage ye what I ſay, The Cup of Bleſſing which - 
we bleſs, 1s it not the Communion of the Blood of 
Chriſt : For we being many are ove B READ, 
and One Body , for we areal PARTAK- 
ERS ofchatt ONE BREAPT?, 1 Cor. 10, 
15,16,17, And this Chriſt himſelf intimated in 
the following Verſe to that Paſlage out of Mat- 
thew, But I ſay unto you,1 will not drink henceforth of 
this Fruit of the Vine, untill that day whes 7 drink it 
new with you in my Father's Kingdom, Aud! query 
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if that was not made good, on the Day of Per- 
+ccoſt, when ſcoffingly, yet truly (like Cataphas 
_— .. another caſe) ſevera: Speciators 

+7 *:3* ſaidof the Diſciples, They were full 
of New Winz ? which-was the beginning of che 
Reſtauratioa of that Kinzdom of God to 1/rae!, 
that the Diſciples a little before ſo weakly que- 
ried after, 

In ſhort, The Father's Kingdom is wiebia, 
Luk.17.20, What was thatFruit then that was 
to be drunk anew in that Kingdom ? Certainly 
it came trom himiclt, therrue Vine, and muſt 
be of a Spiritual and Inward Naturc, like to the 
Kingdum. 

To conclude, It Bread and Wine be bur a 
Sion, Aud itthings ſignified ought ro reſemble 
their Signs And if Spiritual Bread and Wine 
moſtly "anſwer thoſe Viſible Sions, And it 
they are $0 be had in the Kingdom of God; 
Andif the Kingdom of God be within , And 
rhac who eat not that Bread, and drink not that 
Wine, have no Lite in cham, ; * Thea becauſe 
the Apoſtles had Lite Eternal in them, and we 
2 mea(ure of the ſame in us, Chriſt, tne Hea-

wards uſed? 

Anſw, The PraQtices of good Men, though 
in things remporary, are many times to gree- 
dily reccived, and too long doted upon by thoſe 
who defire to be reputed their Followers. Any 
thing once becoming cuſtomary is hard to be 
letr ; Several Few!ſh Ceremonies the Holy-Gho 
thought fit to be diſpenſed with for a Seaſon, 
that were never to be perpetuated. Burt what 
has our Adverſary and the ſeveral ſorts of Pro- 
teſtants in the World to do with Baptiſm and the 
Supper, and deny that Qualification and Com- 
miſſion the Apoſtles had? They will neverſtand 
our Enquiry aboart theirCall,which they know, 
we have great Cauſe to ({cruple, indeed to deny; 
For all muſt or ſhould know that it was either 
Immediate, or Mediate and Succeſſive. It Imme- 
diate, - then they muſt neceſſarily confeſs toa 
Commiſſion upon Inſpiration, & then 9 waters, 
If Mediate and Succeſſive, then cither beſ;de the

For Shame never renounce the 
Roman Church as Falſe, it her Ordination muſt 
be True ; For what has Power to make a Mi- 
niſter, muſt be allowed to have Power both to 
inſtruct and conclude him in what he is to mi- 
niſter: Wherefore never letany own her to 
have Heaven's Keyes of Church- Authority, 
and then deny her as Heretical ; For where.

all Right thereunto: And as the contrary Opi- 
nion has long enricht the Popes Coffers , ſo the 
Unwary Concefftons of ſome certain ProteſZants 
thereto, have too evidently given away a great 
ſhare of that good old Caule. 

I have dwelt longer upon theſe Particulars, 
then my Adverſarys Weaknels could deferye 
at my Hands, but their Information hath in- 
duced me to it, who arc aſlaulted by the en- 
vious Endeavours of our ſeveral Adverſaries, 
that daily ſeek, how to miſ-repreſent us, and our 
maſt Evangelical Principles.

on the firſt Day of the Weck : They do it con- 
ſtantly and reverently, Who moſt prophane 
that Day, the @ wakers, or the Sons and Daughters 
of the Church of Eagland, Their Feaſts, Drunkenne(s, 
Wantopneſs, Gaming, and other Recreations, as 
they call chem, are ſo many Demonſtrations, 
to help every common {inderſtanding toa Re- 
ſolution in the Point. And to ſay, That we ma- 

17 ny times follow our uſual Trades on that Day, isa 

/ plain Untruth, the whole World knows better, 

though we do not Judaize; For Worſhip was 

not made tor Time, but Time for Worthip: Nor 

is there any Day Holy of itſelf, though Holy 
things may be performed upon aDay. 

' But he tells us, yes; For the fourth Com- 
manament being as Moral 4s the reſt, and that re-

Anſw. But this hurts us not, fince the Few- 
7h $abbath is not obſerved by the Church of E#- 
zland: Batif a Sabbath-Day be Moral, becauſe 
mentioned in thefourth Commandmeat, Then 
becauſe the'Fews ſeventh-day-Sabbath.is there 
particularly mentioned, Their Sibbath muſt be 
only Moral, andconſequently Unalterable. 


But he ſaycs, No; For that the Apoſtles and fuc- 
ceedirig Church of God , may very reaſonably diſpoſe 
yf us in matters of this Nature, And it ts obligatory 
from th: Ten Commandments, every one of which 
ks moral, and binds all Chriſtians ſtill , and therefore 
the Church of England (though theſe rebellious 
Quakers 4:ſown their Mother) doth make it part of 
ber Liturgy, 

Anſw, 1f it be as Moral as all thereſt, asit 
muſt be i: ic de Moral, becauſe of its being 
there,they could no more diſpenſe with it, then 
with any of the other Commandments: To 
call that Day Moral, and make it Alterable, 
is Ridiculous, 'Tis true, the Apoſtles met u- 
pon the Firſt Day, and not en the Seventh; but 
as thar releaſed us from any pretended Mora- 
lity ofthe Seventh, ſo neither did it confer any 
Morality upon the Firſt; yea, ſofar were they 
from it, that not one ſpeaks any ſuch thing z

in their ſeveral Epiſiles to the Churches z or wat- 
rant us in our Belief concerning the Tempo- 
rarineſs of thoſe things. Let not our Adverſar) 
reproach us ſor not bclieveing that to be du- 
rable, which was weaning off and vaniſhing 
in thoſe daycs; but ſoberly conſider , that 
the PraQRtice of the beſt Men, eſpecially in ſuch 
caſes, is no Inſtitution, though ſometimes 
it may be an Example. But 1 perceive he 
makes bold, like an Irreverent Son with his 
Ghoſtly Fathers, who through his RefleQtions 
upon us, ſeverely rebukes them.
